I believe  that  because  of  the  time  laspe  since  the  orginel  sighting  that  I 
am  unable  t.o  provide  any  information  that  would  be  of  value  or  entlnsly

STATEMENT 


On  the  morning  of  1 Aug  66  our  crow  was  enrouto  to  the  South  China  Sea  area^ 
from  Anderson  AFB,  on  a storm  mission*  I was  in  the  left  seat  at  the 

time  the  Navigator » Lt  Weaver » mentioned  that  someone  was  "pointing**  us»  from 
our  left>  ^fter  scanning  the  area  for  a short  time,  I saw  a group  of  three 
lights  in  stacked  form  tion  at  our  11  o'clock  position  (level) , heading  In  the 
opposite  direction  from  us*  We  were  traveling  almost  due  west»  the  lights 
appeared  to  be  traveling  east*  At  the  time  of  the  sighting  it  was  dark^  an 
hour  or  so  before  daybreak  at  that  longitude*  The  lights  appeared  to  be  several 
times  the  size  & brightness  of  the  brightest  stars  on  planets*  At  their  closest 
pointy  they  seemed  to  be  almost  the  size  of  a dime  held  at  arms  length*  I called 
the  attention  of  the  crew  to  the  formation  of  lights^  and  while  ve  were  watching 
them^  ve  sighted  a second  formation  of  three  lights  proceeding  In  the  opposite 
direction  (westward)*  The  2nd  formation  was  not  as  large  or  bright  as  the  first, 
it  appeared  to  be  further  away*  I asked  one  of  the  cretnsembers  to  get  my  camera 
and  binoculars  fron  my  travel  bag,  and  when  I got  them,  wa  took  turns  observing 
the  objects*  Thru  the  glasses  (10  X 50,  field  5*5®>  color  corrected  lenses), 
objects  appeared  to  be  about  the  slsse  of  golf  balls,  but  more  flattened,  & oval, 
not  perfectly  spherical*  They  varied  in  color  (both  with  & without  the  binoculars) 
from  vhite  to  blue  - white  to  pale  yellowish-white*  There  were  no  distinguishing 
features  to  indicate  that  they  were  aircraft  of  any  type*  IV  first  impression 
was  that  they  may  have  been  a formation  of  aircraft,  but  they  did  not  look  like 
anyt>n.ng  I have  ever  seen  before*  I have  seen  many  night  refueling  formations 
with  their  lights  on  (both  KC-97s  & KC-133s)  when  I was  in  SAC*  When  these  objects 
made  a turn,  there  was  no  change  in  their  appearance,  only  In  their  apparent 
direction  of  travel*  (The  lowest  was  the  foremost)*

At  tna  tiiao  during  the  hour  we  viewed  them  intermittantly,  the  2nd  group  of 
lighvs  had  only  2 lights  instead  of  3*  At  the  request  of  one  of  the  crewmembers 
in  the  rear  of  the  aircraft,  we  turned  slightly  right*  They  said  they  saw  the 
3rd  light  of  the  format  ion  to  our  rear  right,  while  the  others  were  still  on  our 
left,  (at  our  9 c^clock  position  when  ve  were  on  course)  I cannot  confirm  what 

they  saw,  since  we  did  not  turn  far  enough  right  for  me  to  see  the  object  from 

my  position  in  the  left  seat*  1 attempted  to  take  several  photos  of  the  objects, 
but  I did  not  expect  to  get  any  good  shots  since  I was  using  color  film  & it  was 

dark*  ?o  take  the  photos  1 had  the  flight  deck  lights  turned  off,  or  low,  so 

there  v^re  no  reflections  on  the  windows*  I set  the  camera  at  1 second  at  1 *9, 
focused  at  infinity*  The  film  was  Kcdak  Ektachrome  - X,  film  speed  64*  No  filter 
was  usee*  The  camera  is  a Canon  "Canonet",  number  1411711,  with  a Canon  lens, 

SE  43mn  lt1*9*  The  camera  was  hand-held  during  the  shots*  Two  shots  (also 
included)  were  taken  of  the  pilots  radar  scope  (same  settings)*  The  camera  is  a 
"rangefinder**  type,  not  a single  lens  reflex,  and  thm  the  rangefinder  the  objects 
ware  almost  Impossible  to  see.  The  only  two  theit  clearly  show  the  objects  ai’e 
not  centered,  and  the  others  show  nothing*  The  original  report  filed  at  Clark  AB, 
P*I*,  was  rather  lengthly  and  very  detailed*  If  the  information  you  received  was 
not  sufficient  for  evalua tlo^^^e ithe^^  ^^^tire^r epoi^^^  or^the

Qd  1 Aug  66  vhUa  •croute  to  a otorm  reco&naieaanca  area  In  the  South  China 
Sea  our  navigator  noticed  that  aosneone  vae  tracking  our  aircraft  on  radar* 

We  were  Eaat  of  the  Phillipinee  at  this  tlsie,  on  a heading  of  about  27C» 

While  looking  to  the  left  of  our  track  to  possibly  see  the  aircraft  ve  thought 
would  be  making  the  interference  on  our  radaTf  the  pilot  saw  a group  of  lights 
moving  in  the  opposite  direction  as  our  aircraft*  There  were  three  lights  in 
the  group  moving  at  a very  fast  rate  of  speed*  These  lights  varied  in  color 
from  white  to  light  red*  We  followed  them  visually  for  about  five  (^)  minutes* 

1 believe  I was  the  last  to  see  them  as  they  disappeared  behind  our  plane* 

While  vatehing  the  first  group  our  pilot  spotted  another  group  quite  a bit 
further  to  our  left  moving  in  the  same  direction  as  ve  were*  This  as  well  as 
the  first  were  in  a step  line  like  formation  with  the  lead  one  being  the  lowest* 
This  group  also  changed  oolor  the  saiae  as  the  first*  Once  in  awhile  two  (2) 
of  them  would  draw  closer  together  and  then  separate  again*  We  watched  these 
for  about  fifteen  (15)  minutes  before  resuming  our  primary  mission*  At  one  time 
ve  turned  toward  the  lights  to  possibly  get  a little  closer  but  decided  they 
ware  too  far  off  our  original  track* 

While  scanning  all  around  the  aircraft  for  angnnore  possible  sightings  I saw  a 
very  bright  light  behind  and  the  right  of  us  at  about  our  five  (5)  o^olock 
position*  It  was  all  white  and  very  bright*  I called  the  Co-pilot  and  noti- 
fied him  of  this*  He  turned  the  aircraft  far  enough  to  the  right  to  see  this 
light  and  verified  its  presence* 

After  landing  at  Clark  IB,  P*I*,  the  Pilots  Co-pilot,  Navigator  and  Weather 
Officer  de-brief ed  abcut  the  sighting  with  the  eeeurity  people  there*  They 
had  also  radioed  the  sighting  from  the  aircraft  before  continuing  our  flight*
